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New  Industries 


Messrs*  Fitwel  Ltd.,  are  developing  a  now  factory  in  West  Dudley  Street 
concerned  with  the  clothing  trade  and  this  will  come  into  operation  during  1958. 

Messrs.  Beever  &  Co.,  have  taken  over  premises  in  the  Market  Place  which 
were  formerly  occupied  as  a  Council  Depot  and  a  variety  of  products  based  on  fibre 
glass  are  now  being  produced  in  this  factory. 

A  new  industry  has  been  developed  at  premises  formerly  used  as  a  motor  repair 
garage  in  Station  Road  for  fabrication  of  various  metal  components.  The  company 
concerned  being  known  as  "Steolcraft  of  Winsford  Limited’1 .

(2)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Tho  Public  Health  laboratory  Services  in  Manchester,  which  are  provided  free 
of  chargo  to  the  Winsford  Urban  District  Council,  proved  adequate  during  the 
year.  In  addition,  this  Service  has  co-operated  in  the  free  transport  of  samples 
from  this  area.  Details  of  tho  samples  are  given  later  in  this  report. 

(3)  Environmental  Services 

Details  of  the  other  Services, e.g.  Public  Health  and  Housing  Inspections, Food 
examination,  etc.,  otc,,  provided  by  tho  Winsford  Urban  District  Council,  are 
recorded  later  in  this  report. 
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(B)  Hospital  Services 


(i)  Infectious  Diseases 


Admissions  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  now  spread  over  the 
following  hospitals:  Warrington  Isolation  Hospital,  Monsall  Fever  Hospital, 
Crewe  Isolation  Hospital  and  Macclesfield  Hospital.  To  which  hospitals  our 
cases  go  deponds  largely  upon  the  preference  of  the  patient’s  doctor,  and, 
of  course,  on  the  availability  of  hospital  beds. 

( ii)  General  Hospital  Services 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  Joint  Mid-Cheshire  Committee  comprising 
representatives  of  all  four  Mid-Cheshire  Authorities  and  interested  local 
Medical  Practitioners,  was  formod  with  a  view  to  expediting  as  far  as  possible 
the  provision  of  a  General  Hospital  to  serve  the  Mid-Cheshire  area,  thereby 
reducing  the  many  inconveniences  experienced  by  both  patients  and  relatives 
when  hospital  accommodation  has  to  be  sought  as  far  away  as  in  the  Chester, 
Liverpool,  Warrington,  Manchester  and  Crowe  Hospitals.  At  the  time  of  writing 
August, 1958,  it  appears  that  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  fully 
appreciates  the  urgent  needs  of  this  area  and  will  help  as  far  as  is  within 
their  power. 


(C)  Providod  by  the  County  Council 

The  Cheshire  County  Council  have  officers  discharging  duties  in  the 
Winsford  Urban  area  under  the  following  sorvices:- 

School  Medical,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  including  Milk  Food  Sales, 
Tuberculosis,  School  Dental,  Health  Visiting,  Weights  and  Measuros  Inspection, 
Specialist  Services,  e.g.,  Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic,  Paediatric,  Home  and 
Domiciliary  Midwifery  Services,  Speech  Therapy,  Residential  and  Temporary 
Accommodation,  under  the  County  Welfare  Services,  etc.,  etc., 

In  addition,  tho  Mid-Cheshire  Divisional  Health  Conr.ittoe  (under  the 
auspices  of  the  County  Council)  providod  tho  following  services :- 

i)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Schemes

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Tho  scheme,  as  commenced  during  May  1956,  was  extended  and  in  spite  of  some 
dolay  due  to  shortago  of  vaccine  good  progress  was  made.  Tho  enthusiasm  shown  by 
local  parents  to  have  their  childron  protected  is  particularly  koon, and, given  regular 
supplios,  it  is  oxpoctod  that  quite  a  high  percentage  of  children  in  tho  appropriate 
ago  groups  will  have  completed  thoir  course  of  protection  by  Into  1958. 

By  the  end  of  tho  year  1957  approximately  506  Winsford  Urban  childron  had 
completed  thoir  treatment. 
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(b)  Sitting  Case  Car  and  Ambulance  Service;- 

Tho  service  in  the  aroa  continued  to  deal  with  Winsford  Urban  patients 
expoditiously  and  without  serious  complaint  throughout  the  year. 


( c)  Prevention  of  Illness  -  Caro  and  After  Caro : - 

Nursing  requisites  and  after  care  oquipnent  wore  loaned  for  tho  use  of 
tho  sick  and  needy  in  a  number  of  hones  during  the  year. 


(d)  Domestic  Help  Service:- 

The  service  continues  to  expand  year  by  year  and  is  undoubtedly  one  of 
tho  best  neans  whereby  tho  older  people  can  remain  longer  in  their  own  hone 
surroundings.  Institutional  accommodation,  however  excellent,  is  for  most 
elderly  people  but  a  poor  substitute  for  their  own  hones. 


(e)  Family  Planning 

The  Family  Planning  Clinic,  which  remains  controlled  locally  by  an  active 
team  of  lady  volunteers,  working  under  tho  general  guidance  of  tho  Family  Planning 
Association,  has  been  held  every  Tuesday  from  9un.  to  10.30an.  at  tho  County 
Council  Clinic,  Weaver  Street,  Winsford.  During  the  year  137  married  women  from 
Winsford  and  the  adjoining  districts  attendod  at  least  once  for  specialist  advice. 
These  attendances  were  made  for  many  reasons,  including  financial,  ill  health, 
housing,  family  spacing,  etc. 
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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 


The  Water  Supply  provided  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board 
during  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity, 
44  copies  of  the  Analyst’s  Reports  of  snr.plos  of  water  taken  in  the  Winsford 
Urban  District,  have  been  submitted  to  no  by  tho  Water  Board  for  information, 
all  of  which  were  reported  upon  satisfactorily. 

In  addition,  12  samples  taken  by  tho  Health  Department  and  submitted  to  tho 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  woro  also  ro ported  upon 
satisfactorily. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Tho  Surveyor  reports  as  follows :- 

’’Maintenance  work  necessitated  by  subsidence  continues  at  the  main  Over  and 
Wharton  Works,  the  Wharton  Works  boing  particularly  affected.  The  throe  small 
works  at  Meadow  Bank,  Clive  and  Whitegatc  continue  to  function  satisfactorily”. 


Closet  conversions 


’’These  aro  being  carried  out  where  availability  of  sewers  permits”. 


Mr,  T.  Rogerson,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports  as  follows: - 
Licensed  Camping  Sites: 

There  aro  four  camping  sites  in  tho  district,  and  one  under  development  for 
licensing. 

Threo  of  those  sitos  aro  situated  on  land  near  to  and  overlooking  the  River 
Weaver  and  the  remaining  two  in  the  Whitegatc  part  of  the  district, 

Tho  capping  sites  in  the  district  accommodate  approximately  100  movoablo 
dwellings. 

Canal  Boats: 

No  Canal  Boats  aro  now  registered  with  the  Council. 

Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice: 

This  sorvice  is  ad^inistorod  through  tho  Council’s  Surveyors  Department,  which 
employs  one  man  full  time  on  this  work. 

Common  Lodging  Houses: 

There  aro  no  common  lodging  houses  in  tho  district. 

River  Pollution: 

There  i3  no  known  pollution"  of  the  river  in  Winsford. 

Swimming  Baths: 

The  Council's  open  air  swimming  baths  have  boon  maintained  in  good  condition. 

A  close  supervision  of  tho  water  quality  is  b  ing  maintained  with  tests  throe  times 
daily. 

Five  samples  of  Swimming  Bath  water  wore  takon  during  the  yoar,  and  all  woro 
ropertod  upon  satisfactorily. 
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Recreation  Fields  and  Open  Spaces 

The  existing  Wharton  and  Ovor  recreation  grounds  aro  being  maintained  with  the 
bowling  greens,  tennis  courts  and  other  facilities  offorod.  The  Council  own  an  area 
of  land  adjacent  to  tho  Wharton  recreation  ground  which  it  is  hopod  in  tho  futuro  to 
develop  as  an  oxtonsion  to  tho  rocroational  facilities  of  the  district. 


Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

"Observations  continued  throughout  tho  year  at  the  four  recording  stations  in  tho 
district  and  at  the  control  point  at  Potty  Pool  which  is  used  to  chock  possiblo  drifts 
of  Sulphur  Pollution  fron  the  industrial  aroas  to  the  north-west.  This  control  point 
was  established  following  porsistont  high  recordings  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  pollution  at 
the  Knights  Grange  Recording  Station,  which  is  situated  woll  away  from  any  obvious 
sources  of  sulphur  pollution.  Tho  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
have  been  asked  to  advise  on  this  problem’.’ 

"Tho  average  rate  of  pollution  for  the  first  six  months  of  tho  year  was  less  than 
tho  same  period  for  tho  provious  year.  But  as  a  result  of  heavy  rainfall  during  the 
summer  months  there  was  less  atmospheric  dispersion  of  smoke  and  consequently  deposits 
at  ground  level  were  rather  high,  roaching  a  figure  of  nearly  30  tons  per  square  mile, 
at  No. 2  Station  during  tho  month  of  September".

"Tho  Council  agreed  to  make  a  Byelaw  under  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956, 

requiring  tho  provision  in  new  buildings  of  appliances  for  heating  and  cooking  which 

will  prevent,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  omission  of  smoke.  There  will  be  no  statutory 

obligation  to  uso  smokeless  fuols  (coke,  anthracite,  coalite,  fuel  oil,  etc.,)  until  a 

smoko  control  area  is  created,  but  tho  adoption  of  the  byelaw  will  render  adaptions  of 
fireplaces  unecossary  should  tho  buildings  later  bo  included  in  such  an  area". 

"As  domestic  promises  are  generally  hold  responsible  for  50$  of  tho  atmospheric 
pollution  problem  which  is  said  to  cost  the  country  something  in  the  region  of  250 
million  pounds  per  year,  it  will  bo  readily  appreciated  that  any  moasuro  which  will 
reduce  this  wastage  and  its  associated  danger  to  public  health,  should  be  eagerly 
adopted. 

nA  Clean  Air  Exhibition  was  held  in  tho  Gas  Show  Rooms  on  tho  29th  to  31st  October, 
and  was  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  North  Western  Gas  Board.  It  was  officially 
opened  by  Councillor  T.  Bratt,J.P.,  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee". 

"The  principle  aim  of  the  exhibition  was  to  emphasise  the  advantages  of  Clean  Air, 
and  the  dangers  of  Atmospheric  Pollution,  and  to  indicate  to  tho  general  public  what 
measures  can  bo  taken  and  the  type  of  appliance  which  can  be  used  to  combat  pollution 
from  tho  domestic  chimney,  particularly  in  any  futuro  Smoko  Control  Area  which  tho 
Council  may  docido  to  establish". 

"The  following  tablo  gives  the  average  monthly  analysis  of  deposited  natter  and 
sulphur  dioxido  at  the  four  sitos  in  tho  town  during  tho  year  1957".

HOUSING  KEPaIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT.1954.i4ND  HOUSING  ACT.  1957 

The  work  of  Slum  Clearance  under  the  provision  of  the  above  Acts  proceeded 
during  tho  year.  During  tho  twelve  months  undor  review  a  total  of  22  houses  were 
demolished  and  a  further  11  wore  closed  awaiting  demolition,  but  no  comprehensive 
schemes  of  clearance  as  envisaged  in  the  5  yoar  Programme  could  be  commenced  due 
to  tho  restriction  on  now  buildings  for  rehousing  purposes. 

Before  the  programme  can  reach  finality,  the  Victoria  Terraco,  Hill  Street 
and  Winsford  Hill  areas  must  bo  cleared.  This  will  probably  entail  specific 
rehousing  schemes  to  moot  the  wishes  and  requirements  of  tho  families  to  bo 
displaces.  Some  59  new  dwellings  of  various  typos  will  bo  noedod  to  do  this. 

If  the  faco  of  tho  town  is  to  be  improved  over  future  years,  old  and  worn 
our  promises  will  havo  to  bo  replaced,  but  slum  clearance  must  go  hand  in  hand 
with  town  planning,  if  worthwhile  achievements  are  to  be  made. 

THE  RENT  ACT  1957 

Tho  introduction  of  tho  above  Act  brought  forth  many  enquiries  from  tenants, 
but  by  the  closo  of  the  yoar  only  two  applications  had  boon  rocoivcd  for 
Certificates  of  Disropair. 

To  facilitate  tho  administration  of  tho  Rent  Act,  which  necessitates  prompt 
sorvico  of  Notices,  the  powors  of  the  Council  wore  delegated  to  the  Public  Health 
Comr.ittoo  for  this  purposo. 
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Furthor  Housing  Dovelopnont. 


Tho  Council  have  acquired  about  60  acros  of  land  on  tho  now  Grange  Estate 
and  draft  layouts  have  been  proparod.  The  Council  have  not  as  yet  decidod  to 
procood  with  any  part  of  the  schone. 

Snallor  housing  schones  havo  boon  considered  in  Townfiolds  area  and  also 
on  the  Dene  Estato  but  the  Council  havo  resolved  that  in  view  of  tho  prevailing 
circumstances  no  further  house  building  be  undertaken  at  tho  prosent  time. 

A  nunbor  of  private  housos  continue  to  be  built  within  tho  aroa  and  tho 
Council  havo  mado  land  available  for  sale  to  monbors  of  tho  public  in  ordor  to 
encourage  this  type  of  building.

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’’Heat  inspection  has  always  figured  largely  in  the  responsibilities  of  the 
Health  Departront,  particularly  since  the  establishment  of  the  C.W.S.  Bacon 
Factory  at  Winsford  in  1937.  For  the  last  four  years  both  the  system  and 
standard  of  Moat  Inspection  in  this  district  has  been  continually  and  actively 
examined  with  a  view  to  attaining  the  standard  recommended  by  the  Inter- 
Departmental  Committee  Report  on  Moat  Inspection  datod  1951. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Exchequer  Grant  for  the  inspection  of  export 
neat,  the  systom  of  inspection  at  the  Bacon  Factory  was  again  examined  and 
proposals  wore  submitted  to  the  Council  for  the  intensification  of  inspection 
at  the  factory  involving  the  re-organisation  of  tho  Chiof  Health  Inspector's 
Department  with  tho  employment  of  additional  staff.  These  proposals  wore  adopted 
and  the  first  stage  of  the  improved  scheme  were  put  into  operation  in  November. 

It  is  hoped  that  further  improvements  of  a  technical  nature  can  bo  made  as  tho 
system  progresses. 

A  comprehensive  inspection  has  been  maintained  at  private  slaughterhouses 
since  tho  cessation  of  Ministerial  control  in  1954*  Casualty  animals  are 
admitted  for  slaughter  at  tho  Weaver  Stroet  abattoir  but  only  on  tho  condition 
that  tho  sick  or  injured  animal  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  a  Veterinary 
Surgoon.  By  this  means,  animals  soriously  diseased  are  excluded  from  contaminating 
tho  abattoir,  and  are  bypassod  to  a  knackors  yard.  In  addition,  the  submission  of 
a  certificate  also  assists  tho  inspector  in  his  final  judgement  of  the  carcase. 

Tho  Veterinary  Surgeons  have  been  very  co-operative  in  operating  this  scheme  and 
in  return  are  supplied  with  a  post-mortem  report  giving  full  details  of  tho 
Inspector's  findings. 

A  joint  meeting  with  representatives  of  local  butchers  was  held  in  January 
to  discuss  tho  proposed  byelaws  relating  to  the  sanitary  conditions  and  Management 
of  Private  Slaughterhouses  which  wore  later  adopted  by  tho  Council  and  came  into 
operation  on  23rd  December.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  tho  Slaughterhouses 
Bill  is  before  Parliament.  When  this  has  become  enacted,  the  necessary  powers  will 
bo  available  for  the  introduction  of  Regulations  proscribing  standards  for  Slaughter¬ 
houses,  but  for  the  interim  period  tho  Byelaws  will  continue  to  be  needed  as  a  means 
of  ensuring  adequate  sanitary  conditions  and  management. 

Lator  in  the  year  the  Government  issued  recommended  minimum  standards  for  the 
construction,  layout  and  equipment  of  slaughterhouses  for  the  purposo  of  securing 
humane  slaughter  and  hygienic  conditions,  which  are  likely  to  bo  included  in  the 
proposed  Regulations  as  mentioned  above.  Tho  Chiof  Health  Inspector  prepared  a 
practical  interpretation  which  the  Council  adopted  as  a  guide  to  their  future 
requirements  in  this  matter.  This,  together  with  copies  of  the  Byolaws  and  proposed 
standards  havo  been  circulated  to  all  local  slaughterhouse  operators. 

Finally,  I  consider  it  worthy  of  note  that  although  such  a  vast  number  of 
animals  were  slaughtered  in  tho  town  during  tho  year,  76,568  in  fact,  no  complaint 
was  received  of  diseased  moat  leaving  tho  district,  and  I  think  that  due  credit 
should  be  reflected  on  the  Health  Department  Staff  for  tho  control  they  so  vigilantly 
exorcised  over  this  important  item  of  the  Public's  food".

Progross  in  the  local  campaign  for  cloanor  food  continued  throughout 
tho  year  do s pi to  pressure  of  other  work  and  shortage  of  staff. 

Guild  monbors  wore  advised  on  rothods  to  improve  their  promises  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  tho  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the  Clean 
Food  Committoo  :  et  twice  during  tho  year  and  on  both  those  occasions  the 
mootings  wero  preceded  by  colour  films  and  lectures  on  mattors  connected 
with  Food  Hygiene. 


Health  Education 


A  series  of  locturos  wero  given  by  tho  Inspectors  during  the  winter 
months  on  various  health  subjects  including  food  hygiene,  clean  air,  Public 
Health. 

Visual  Aids  in  tho  shape  of  lantern  slides,  film  strips  and  flanolgraphs 
are  extensively  used  and  add  considerably  to  the  appeal  of  tho  subject. 

This  service  is  being  increasingly  sought  by  organisations  both  inside 
and  outside  the  district  and  every  effort  is  made  to  meet  the  demands  and 
in  so  doing  to  promote  better  communal  hoalth.

(1)  Notifiable  Disoasos  (othor  than  Tuberculosis) 


Tho  only  Notifiable  Diseases  recorded  during  the  whole  of  the  year 
wero  118  cases  of  Mcaslos.  This  freedom  of  tho  Town  from  other  Infectious 
Diseases  is  in  many  ways  worthy  of  mention  and,  no  doubt,  is  an  index  of 
tho  control  which  modern  Fublic  Health  measures  and  up  to  date  therapeutic 
Medicine  can  nowadays  exorcise  on  such  disoasos.

In  addition  to  tho  B.C.G.  Protoction  against  tuborculosis  as  carried  out 
at  tho  local  Chost  Clinic  on  actual  contacts  to  eases  of  tuborculosis  and  tho 
vaccination  of  new-born  babies  at  tho  St. Mary's  Hospital,  Manchester,  the  parents 
of  school  child ron  of  the  12-13  years  ago  group  in  tho  area  aro  still  being  offered 
this  form  of  protective  treatment.

(4)  Mass  Radiography: 

The  Manchester  Rogional  Hospital  Board  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Winsford 
for  tho  third  time  from  the  2nd  to  tho  15th  October,  1957.  Tho  Medical  Director 
comments  :- 


1.  Tho  Public  sessions  wero  well  attended  and  the  response  shows  neatly  one 
hundred  per  cent  increase  on  the  1952  figures.  The  industrial  figures 
show  a  decline  of  just  over  two  hundred  and  this  appears  to  be  duo  to  a 
decline  in  the  number  of  people  employed  in  tho  area  sinco  tho  last  visit. 

2.  Four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  or  close  observation 
wero  discovered,  giving  an  incidence  rate  of  1.6  per  thousand  examined.  Those 
wore  entirely  in  the  general  public  group  and  tho  great  increase  in  the  number 
examined  in  this  group  has  obviously  been  the  main  contribution.  No  cases 
wore  found  in  1952. 

3.  Four  new  cases  of  pneumoconiosis  and  eight  of  heart  disease  wero  found. 

All  tho  abnormal  cases  wore  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  tho  majority  for 
further  investigation  at  the  Chost  Clinic  or  Hospital.  Thanks  should  bo 
extended  to  all  tho  physicians  and  surgeons  concerned  and  particularly  to 
Dr.  Fleming  and  his  chost  toan  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  dealing 
with  tho  majority  of  those  new  cases. 

In  conclusion,  tho  Unit  would  like  to  place  on  record  its  thanks  to  the 
Winsford  Urban  District  Council,  the  Divisional  Modical  Officer  of  Iloalth, 

Dr.W.S,  Slater,  tho  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  his  staff,  for  thoir  close  co-operation 
and  tho  W.V.S.  for  voluntary  assistance  during  the  Survey. 


( 5)  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 


Tho  disinfection  of  fivo  premises  was  carried  out  during  the  year  for 
infectious  diseases. 

The  disinfestation  of  27  premises  was  carried  out  in  connection  with  vermin 
and  other  insect  posts.
